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THE ELECTORAL COLLEGE. 


What is the electoral college? 
That is the popular but unofficial designation of the body of men 
fldio elect the president and vice president of the United States. 


What! Don’t the people elect the president? 
Well, only indirectly. 
The people elect the presidential electors, 
who compose what is known as the < loctoral college. 
The constitution 
of the United States provides that each state shall choose as m any 
electors os there arc senators and representatives in congress from the 
state. 
Each political party in each ?tate nom inates the state’s proper 
quota of candidates for electors. 
T hese candidates are placed on the 
general state ticket, and the set that receives a majority or a plurality 
of the state vote is elected. 


What then? 
The presidential electors in each state meet at a designated point 
in the state on the second Monday in January following the general 
election and cast their ballots for president and vice president. 
Three 
lists are made out, one of which is deposited with the federal judge of 
the district. 
The other two are sent to the president of the United 
States senate, one by mail, one by messenger. 


the next step? 
The next and final step takes place in the hall of the house of rep­ 
resentatives at Washington on the second Wednesday in February. 
Both houses assemble, and the presiding officer of the senate opens and 
counts the state returns and announces the result.

BALLASTING RAPIDLY. 


Denver Road Will Be Steadied Thor­ 
oughly in Less Than 20 Months 


At the present rate of work of just 
a fraction over nineteen more months 
the Denver line will be ballasted with 
rock or gravel its entire length.

ready the road has l»een gravel bal­ 
lasted from Tascosa to Memphis on 
the north end and rock ballasted from 
Ft. W orth to Decatur on thesouthend. 
This givesatotal distance of IIG miles 
now balasted, leaving 292 miles more 
yet to he covered. The work of late 
has been progressing at the rate of be- 
teen 15 or 20 miles a month and even 
( a t the minimum figure it will take less 
than twenty months to complete this 
work. 
When done, the schedule to 
Denver will be cut to about twenty- 
four hours, as against 32:25 h o u r s now 
consumed in making the trip.

guaranteed by our Federal and Statej 
costitution and look with confidence; 
to a brilliant dem ocratic victory in the 
com ing election for their vindication. 
2. W e indorse the platform adopted! 
by the National dem ocratic convention 
and heartily ratify the nomination of: 
W illiam Jennings Bryan 
and John 
W orth Kerns. 
3. W e heartily Indorse the present 
dem ocratic administration, the official 
acts of Governor T hom as M. Campbell 
and the acts of the Thirtieth legisla­ 
ture enacted in obedience to platform; 
demands. 
4. W e indorse the official course of 
our senators and representatives in 
the United States congress and com ­ 
mend their faithful discharge of offi­ 
cial duties. 
5. W e recomm end to the Thirty-first 
legislature that it resubm it for adop­ 
tion by 
the people a constitutional 
am endm ent m aking provision for the 
indigent w ives and widow s of Confed­ 
erate soldiers. 
6. In harmony with 
the N ational 
dem ocratic 
platform, 
pledging 
the 
party to the legislation for the guar­ 
anty of National bank deposits, we 
favor the prompt establishm ent of a 
system under the supervision and con­ 
trol of the State banks of Texas. 
7. W e recom m end such am endm ents 
to and changes in the law s governing

civil as well as crim inal cases. 
8. The D em ocratic party favors a 
w ise and liberal financial support of 
our public schools and all our State 
educational institutions. 
9. W e repudiate the 
charges that 
have been made that. Texas legislation 
is unfriendly to capital, and w e invite 
a comparison of our laws affecting cap­ 
ital, private or corporate, with 
the 
law s of other S tates on this subject. 
10. We favor decreasing the number 
and increasing the com pensation of 
the legislators of this State. 
11. W e favor the establishm ent of 
additional 
experim ental 
agricultural 
stations, especially in Central W est 
and N orthw est Texas. 
12. W e recom m end that our State 
health departm ent 
be 
granted ade­ 
quate authority and am ple m eans to 
properly safeguard the public health. 
13. Recognizing that the oil aud rice 
industries are of great im portance to 
the growth of the State, we recom ­ 
m end the legislation that will conserve 
and protect them, and that provision 
be m ade for fixing and regulating the 
charges of canal and pipe line com ­ 
panies. 
14. Realizing that one of the m ost 
important industries of our State is 
involved in the fish and oyster indus­ 
try and that our bays furnish in a lim ­ 
ited quantity and inadequate at the 
sam e time, a supply of these foods to 
the people, and that adequate law s 
ought to be enacted to protect the lim­ 
ited supply. 
15. W e demand the subm ission by 
the Thirty-first legislature of the State 
of T exas of a constitutional am end­ 
m ent to the people of the State of 
T exas for their adoption or rejection, 
prohibiting within the State of T exas 
the manufacture, sale, gift, exchange 
and interstate shipm ent of spirituous, 
vinous and m alt liquors and m edicated 
bitters capable of producing intoxica­ 
tion except for m edicinal and sacra­ 
mental 
purposes. 
W e 
recommend 
that the prohibition am endm ent de­ 
manded by the recent primary election 
bo submitted to all qualified voters at 
a special election to be held in 1009. 
W e declare that at such election a 
vote for or against the am endm ent 
shall not be considered a test of de­ 
m ocracy, as it is not the purpose of 
this convention to com m it the demo­ 
cratic party for or against State pro­ 
hibition. 
Your com m ittee further recommends 
the adoption of the following resolu­ 
tions: The fact that neither the State 
nor party, by a vote of 
the entire 
State, has the right to elect either a 
State senator or 
representative, is 
conclusive that they have no right to 
instruct them adversely to the ex­ 
pressed will of their local constitu­ 
ency. 
The m anner of their election 
under the constitution and the law s 
of this State, adopted and enacted by 
the democratic party of this State, 
show s the party devotion to the doc­ 
trine of local self-governm ent advo­ 
cated by our dem ocratic fathers, and 
so dear to all democrats.

COUNTING THE STARS. 


list Made of tha Microscop# and of 
Photographic Plates. 
The gigantic but fascinating task 
which J. Franklin-Adnms, F. It. A. S., 
has undertaken of counting the myriad 
stars In the heavens and assigning to 
each Its proper magnitude is one which 
demands ttie quality of almost Infinite 
patience. 
Mr. Franklin-Adams ban already se­ 
cured photographic plates covering the 
whole of the southern hemisphere, and 
these, with the series dealing with th» 
northern hemisphere, will number more 
than 1200. Each plate, which Is fifteen 
Inches square, records from 20,000 to 
250,000 starry images, and on a rough 
calculation the total number of star^ 
photographed will prove to he about 
23,000,000. 
The task of counting the stars on the 
plates has already been commenced, 
and that work, together with the cata­ 
loguing, will take another ten years. 
The method of counting the stars on 
the plates was explained by It. J. 
MIMjcII, Mr. 
Franklin-Adams’ chief 
assistant. 
“First taking one of the plates,” said 
Mr. Mitchell, “we move it across a 
graduated grating contained In the 
field of a high {lowered microscope. A 
horizontal strip In the grating Is then 
examined, and the stars in this small 
area are then counted from left to 
right.

Use M ade of the Microscope and of 
Photographic Plates. 
The gigantic but fascinating task 
Which J. Franklin-Ada ms. F. It. A. S., 
has undertaken of counting the myriad 
stars in the heavens and assigning to 
each its proper magnitude is one which 
demands the quality of almost infinite 
pal ience. 
Mr. Franklin-Adams has already se­ 
cured photographic plates covering the 
whole of the southern hemisphere, and 
these, with the series dealing with til* 
northern hemisphere, will number more 
than 200. Each plate, which is fifteen 
inches square, records from 20,000 to 
250,000 starry images, and on a rough 
calculation tile total number of stars 
photographed will prove to be about 
23,000,000. 
The task of counting the stars on the 
plates has already been commenced, 
and that work, together with the cata­ 
loguing, will take another ten years. 
The method of counting the stars on 
the plates was explained by ll. 
J . 
Mitchell, Mr. 
Franklin-Adams’ chief 
ase J stunt. 
‘'First taking one of the plates,” said 
Mr. Mitchell, “we move it across a 
graduated grating contained in the 
field of a high powered microscope. A 
horizontal strip in the grating is then 
examined, and the stars in this small 
area are then counted from left to 
right Of course It is impossible to in­ 
sure absolute accuracy, for there is the 
possibility that a star may lie counted 
twice or missed altogether. 
‘ Then there is the difficulty present­ 
ed by mechanical specks on the plates, 
which may at first be taken for stars, 
but Mr. Franklin-Adams has a method 
by moans of which all stars above the 
tentli magnitude can be differentiated 
from dust specks. 
Mr. Franklin-Ad­ 
ams and his assistants check one an­ 
other in the counting, but there is al­ 
ways a slight difference in tho totals, 
due, of course, to the personal equa­ 
tion as represented by the operator. 
“Merely to count the stars on an 
average plate apart from noting their 
photographic magnitude occupies the 
time of two men for more than a fort­ 
night if they work seven hours a day. 
In taking Hie plates Mr. Franklin-Ad­ 
ams used a triple achromatic ten inch 
lens working at FL In the northern 
hemisphere the minimum exposure was 
two hours twenty minutes and in the 
southern, with its clear atmosphere, 
two hours.”—London Mail.

Among recent wonderful surgical op­ 
erations is one of tile most daring anti 
unusual nature. An idiot six years old. 
the daughter of a resident of Berlin, 
has been converted Into an intelligent 
being by the process of grafting part 
cl tile mother’s thyroid gland upon the 
child’s pancreas. In more popular lan- 
guage, this means that part of tho 
mother’s throat has been transferred 
by tho grafting process to a gland, or 
tissue, lying directly at the back of the 
stomach. The operation was carried 
out by Dr. Carl Garre, a German sur­ 
geon, whose success in the transplant­ 
ing of organs from one animal to an­ 
other and even from the lower ani­ 
mals to human beings has attracted 
wide attention.

MAKING ICE CREAM 


PROCESS NOT 
DIFFICULT 
PROPER CARE. 
WITH 


Waiving Correct Proportions of Ice and 
Salt Is a Necessity—Freezing 
Pot and Dasher Must Be 
Kept Clean. 


The Housekeeper repeats good ad­ 
vice in regard to making lee cream. It 
to not at all difficult to make' good Ice 
cream if one Is just a little careful to 
have the Ice and salt In correct, pro­ 
portions and properly pounded. 
Time 
is not saved liy using the ice in too 
large pieces, as when It Is coarsely 
crushed it takes the 
cream 
much 
longer to freeze. 
Both the Ice and 
■alt should be finely crushed and each 
layer packed down very firmly. 
One 
part of Ice to three of salt Is the usual 
allowance, and it is better to measure 
both to Insure 
proper 
proportions. 
Rock salt Is the best, although or­ 
dinary barrel salt does very well and 
Is more easily obtained in small places. 
The freezing pot anfl dasher should 
bo thoroughly cleansed and sterilized 
each time after it has been used, and 
again sterilized just before It Is to be 
used again unless there has been 
a 
▼ery short Interval between. 
Put the 
freezer In position and place a three- 
inch layer of finely crushed Ice in the 
tub, cover with one of K it, and al­ 
ternate these layers, 
packing 
each 
down hard, until the freezing mixture 
!■ a few inches above the cream in the 
can. 
At first the crank should be turned 
■lowly, then, as the cream hardens, 
more rapidly. 
When It becomes dif­ 
ficult to turn remove the beater, and 
■tlr 
the 
cream 
thoroughly 
with a 
■trong porcelain 
or 
granite 
spoon. 
Press It smoothly down, cover, put a 
cork In the hole where the beater be­ 
longs, remove the lower plug and draw 
off the water. 
Pack as before 
with 
fresh ice and salt, cover with a piece 
©f blanket or carpet, and set aside for 
an hour or longer to ripen. 
Three or 
lour hours will not be too long. 
The easiest way to break the ice is 
to put it in a strong bag and pound it 
vigorously with a strong hammer or 
mallet. 
Ice cream may be made from 
cither a cooked or uncooked mixture. 
Fbr a delicious uncooked ice cream 
scald a quart of thin sweet cream and 
dissolve in it 1V& cupfuls of sugar, add 
a quart of cold cream, two eggs well 
beaten and 
two 
tablespoonfuls of 
vanilla. 
Freeze and pack as directed. 
This is called Philadelphia ice cream, 
and Is often made without eggs.

MAKING ICE CREAM 


PROCESS NOT 
DIFFICULT 
WITH 
PROPER CARE. 


Having Correct Proportions of Ice and 
Salt Is a Necessity— Freezing 
Pot and Dasher Must Be 
Kept Clean. 


The Housekeeper repeats good ad­ 
vice in regard to m aking ice cream. It 
is not at all difficult to make* good ice 
cream if one is just a little careful to 
have the ice and salt In correct pro­ 
portions and properly pounded. 
Tim e 
ss not saved by using the ice in too 
large pieces, as when it is coarsely 
crushed it takes the 
cream 
much 
longer to freeze. 
Both the ice and 
salt should be finely crushed and each 
layer packed down very firmly. 
One 
part of ice to three of salt is the usual 
allowance, and it is better to m easure 
both to insure 
proper 
proportions. 
Rock salt is the best, although or­ 
dinary barrel salt does very well and 
is more easily obtained in small places. 
The freezing pot and dasher should 
be thoroughly cleansed and sterilized 
each time after it has been used, and 
again sterilized just before it is to be 
used again unless there has been 
a 
very short interval between. 
Put the 
freezer in position and place a three- 
inch layer of finely crush^J ice in the 
tub, cover with one of M lt, and al­ 
tern a te these layers, 
packing 
each 
dow n hard, until the freezing m ixture 
is a few inches above the cream in the 
can. 
At first the crank should be turned 
slowly, then, as the cream hardens, 
more rapidly. 
W hen it becomes dif­ 
ficult to turn remove the beater, and 
s tir 
the 
cream 
thoroughly 
with a 
strong porcelain 
or 
granite 
spoon. 
Press it smoothly down, cover, put a 
cork in the hole where the beater be­ 
longs, remove the lower plug and draw 
off the water. 
Pack as before 
with 
fresh ice and salt, cover with a piece 
of blanket or carpet, and set aside for 
an hour or longer to ripen. 
Three or 
four hours will not be too long. 
The easiest way to break the ice is 
to put it in a strong bag and pound it 
vigorously with a strong ham m er or 
mallet. 
Ice cream may be made from 
either a cooked or uncooked mixture. 
For a delicious uncooked ice cream 
scald a quart of thin sw eet cream and 
dissolve in it I V2 cupfuls of sugar, add 
a quart of cold cream, two eggs well 
beaten and 
two 
tablespoonfuls of 
vanilla. 
Freeze and pack as directed. 
This is called Philadelphia ice cream, 
and is often made w ithout eggs.

causes the ball to drop down into the 
ne«k of the bottle, prevents too rapid 
escape of gas and foam, and. if only 
part of the contents is required, the 
ball may be forced back into the posi­ 
tion as stopper.

In about four years* time, when you 
wish to climb the Matterhorn, Instead 
of engaging a guide and waiting days 
for fair weather and then risking your 
neck in a breathless, glorious scram­ 
ble over the glaciers and cliffs, you 
will simply press a button and shout. 
“Going up!” 
The railway to the top 
Of the mountain, which is to be 
iM aratlne 
A> 
pleted at a cost of $1,250,000, will 
prance awoke 
the most interesting of the world's 
great elevators and will carry the 
"rocking chair climber'* to those grand 
viewpoints which defied all mountain­ 
eers until the memorable ascent in 
1805 by Mr. Whymper, Lord Douglas 
and their companions, which ended 
tragicnlly. 
The road will pierce Its 
way upwurd through tunnels in the 
living rock to a point within sixty 
feet of the summit, at an altitude of 
14,780 feet, where a number of rooms 
will be cut. 
The announcement is 
made that the terminus will bo pro­ 
vided with various novel contrivances, 
not the least of which will be a special 
chamber filled with compressed oxygen 
for tourists suffering from mountain 
sickness. It is needless to say that the 
true mountain climbers, whose pride 
and joy it is to conquer the mighty 
Alpine snow peaks, look upon this 
prospective intrusion of the railroad 
and hordes of “trippers*’ with ill dis­ 
guised grief. 
It was bad enough, say 
they, to have Jungfrau desecrated, but 
the Matterhorn, that superb peak, pro­ 
nounced by Iiuskin to be the perfect 
mountain, should have l**en left alone. 
On the other hand, thousands of peo­ 
ple for whom the climb would be a 
physical impossibility arc fully capa­ 
ble of appreciating the glories of ttie 
outlook and the uplift that comes from 
standing on so renowned a summit. 
No one has an exclusive property in 
such a peak as tho Matterhorn.— Bos­ 
ton Transcript.

About twenty milli­ 
grams more are In the possession of 
other professors. 
All this Is in the 
form of pure or nearly pure radium 
and its salts, and the entire amount is 
135 milligrams, or about two grains 
troy. 
Commercial low grade radium is dis­ 
tributed among a great many hands, 
anti its strength Is very variable; hence 
exact statistics are not obtainable, but 
It is estimated that the entire amount 
of commercial radium contains less 
pure radium than the quantity in tho 
possession 
of 
scientists, 
as 
stated 
above. 
To these supplies must be added tho 
comparatively enormous quantity of 
three grams of radium which Profess­ 
ors Exner and Wien have lately ex­ 
tracted from half a ton of Joachimstal 
pitchblende, the value of which is esti­ 
mated at $80,000. One gram of this is 
to be sent to .Sir William Ramsay for 
experiments on radium emanation.— 
Scientific American.

The supposedly toxic or poisonous 
closes Sept. 4. effects of feeding cotton-seed meal to \ 
pigs comes from giving it in too i 
large amounts. 
Recent tests in Ar­ 
kansas show that it can be fed safely j 
and with good results to all ages of 
pigs if the amount is properly regu­ 
lated. 
For continuous feeding th e : 
following allowances appear to be 
well within the danger limit: 
Pigs 
under 50 pounds. 1-4 pound per day; 
pig’s from 50 to 75 pounds, 1-3 pound | 
per day; pigs from 75 to 10O pounds, | 
1-2 pound per day; pigs from 100 to j 
150 pounds. 1-2 pound per day. 
Where the cotton-seed meal forms a 
part of the grain ration, there should 
always he an equal amount of wheat 
bran to supply bulk. 
Cotton-seed 
meal supplies the elements lacking in 
corn meal and may be fed profitably 
n connection with it at the rate of 
one part of the former to four to sev­ 
en parts of the latter. 
It is never 
safe to allow hogs free access to cot­ 
ton-seed meal, hence it should always 


Ik? mixed with the grain ration and 
: ed so they will not get more than the 
amount stated.—Farm and Home.
